A Students' Society open 
meeting: is being lield today 
at 1 pm in the Union Ball- 
room _ for the purpose of 
adopting a new constitution. 
The amendments which are 
bein^ introduced to bring 
cei'tain outmoded ideas in 
the constitution up to date 
are the result of four months 
of study this fall. , 

One of the major changes of 
the proposed constitution is a 
new conception of the Women's 
Union. Under the amendment 
the SEC will be the recipient of 
$3.50 per female student which 
was formerly under the juris- 
diction of the Women's Union. 

Of this $3.S0, the Council will 
allocate $1.50 as a guaranteed 
grant to the, Women's Union and 



will retain $2 which "will be used 
to increase the revenue avail- 
able to activities sponsored by 
the Student's Society. 

FEE INCREASE 

The new constitution also calls 
for fee increases from students 
in the vFaculty of Graduate Stu- 
dies and -Research in return for 
full membership in the Students' 
SVjciety. 

At present the graduate stud- 
ents are charged $7 per year, of 
which $5 goes to the StudenU' 
Society, $1 to a trust fund and 
SI to the Post Graduates So- 
ciety. Under the amendment grad- 
uates will be charged $10. the 
extra $3 going to Students' So- 
ciety.

In a statement issued to the 
Daily, Students' Society President

"The cliangcs advocated have 
been arrived at from the delib- 
erations of two successive Stud- 
ents' Executive Councib, a Stud- 
cuts' Society Meeting, num- 
erous consultations with the 
Women's Union Executive and a 
Faculty-Student Committee. This 
work has beeii going on over 
the past several months and It Is 
now being presented to you for 
your consideration and approval 
If the Constitution is passed by 
a quorum at the coming meet- 
ing, in which you are entitled to 
participate, we shall have suc- 
ceeded In bringing about much 
needed changes in the structure 
of the organiiation to which we 
all belong." . 

RESTRICTION LIFTED ' ■ 

In addition to other changes 
wiUi regard to women students, the 
restriction that only males may 
vote and run for the office of 
President of the Union and Vice- 
President of Uie Students' Socie- 
ty will be lifted. - 

This will mean that female 
students will now have equal op- 
portunity to obtain any Students' 
Society post, removing the; last 
vestiges of inequality in student 
affairs. 

DAILY 

A sub-amundjiieiit to the consti- 
tution will bo introduced at Uie 
meeting by Roger Phillips. Editor- 
in-Chief of the Daily, on behalf 
of Uie Managing Board, regarding 
freedom, of the press. Tlte sub- 
amendment reads as follows : 

"In the editorial columns of the 
ilfcGill Daily, the managing board 
shall be free to express wnatever 
opinion It holds save that no edito- 
rial shall treat of a religious or 
political question in a partisan 
way, or express or imply any but 
a neutral attitude in discussing any 
student election." 

To pass an amendment or sub- 
amendment requires a two thirds 
vote, provided a quorum of 300 

students are present. ;

Elsewhere on this page we print our analysis of the 
piopcsed new Students' Society (îonstitution. The 
importance of the changes cannot be overemphasized. 
Fur loo long has the Society been operating on an 
archaic or &r\ unconstitutional basis (where archaisms 
have been ignored). The changes will remove archaisms 
and bring the relationship between the Women's Union 
and the Society, and the post-graduates and the 
undei'gi'àdurttes, up to date. ' 

But it would be wishful thinking to expect, the 
constitution to pass itself. Quite often McGill students 
harbor the "Let Cîeorge do it" altitude. Today, if they 
■wish to have the new constitution passed they must turn 
out at least three Imndrèd strong and approve it by a 
two-thirds vote in order that the proposal be considered 
by the University. Otherwise we shall be left with a 
constitution which leaves us in the horse and Biiggy 
days, and ju.st another proof of the apathy of McGill 
students. - ; . ■ 

, ... and an Amendment 

Although we feel that the new constitution is of 
utmost importance to the good management of McGill 
student activities there is anotha- item of extremely 
viUil nature to this campus. We refer, to the proposed 
amendment which would guarantee the Daily freedom 
of expression in its editorial columns. 

At first glance one might judge this a rather selfish 
aim on llie part of this newspaper. But besides any 
benefit it would have for the Daihi, the amendment 
cannot be considered by the student body as a whole in 
any but the most serious terms. At McGill we have 
experienced a long tradition of toleration of editorial 
freedom by the S.E.C. But past, experience cannot 
predict or control the future — look w»hat happened last 
November when it was thought that experience .showed 
no need for a definite set .of election rules for the 
Students' .Society elections. True, written word, even 
in a constitution, is not everything, but it is a lot more 
than just an understanding. 

But why should the student body care ^vho controls 
the editorial policy of their campus newspaper ? Simply 
because such free piiblic {expression, is one of the best 
ways to ensure good campus government. Freedom of 
the press is not a new concept. - Contrary to sin, every 
. one's for it in principe. By putting this concepjL into 
practice, via a constitutional amendmept, McGill would 
greatly enhance her prestige a.« a leader among the 
various Canadian college student bodies. 

Freedom of expre.s.sion in" tîîc Da'ily's editorial 
columns would not mean a license to libel'or slander — 
there are laws against the.sp things and it is a foregone 
conclusion that freedom of expression does not mean 
freedom to break the law.- 

The S.E.C. would by no moans lose its uUiniate 
control of the Z}a%, however. ït will still ratify and 
thereby control appointments to the Daily's managing 

■ board. It will, still maintain its previous .control, except 
_jjhOver. the editorial columns. .It will' still retain financial 
Pco^trol. . 

Briefly, then, the proposed change will merely 
legalize the present status quo re editorial freedom. It 
will enhance McGili's stature as a leader among campus 
governments, and will prevent, as far as possible, any 
future infringement of the freedom of the press. A vote 

■ against such an amendment would sliow that although 
we feel free to criticise others for not respecting freedom 
of the press, we are not prepared to accept such 
dehiocratic enlightenment on our own campus.

lime to devote themselves to extra- 
curricular activities in any great 
decree. But incdical students are 
full-fledKed Students' Society mem- 
bers, mû pay .the full $15 fee. The 
graduate students pay only five 
dollars to the Students* Society to 
cover their share of the cost of 
the Union and the McGiH "Daily" 
and hold no membership. Yet 
countless Kr^duate students have 
held senior posts in such Students' 
Society activities as the Union, the 
"Daily", and the Debating Union. 
Every concert of sucH nature as 
SCOPE presentations, put. on by 
the Students' Society, has reduced 
rates for .students, upon presenta- 
tion of a student card. This mean.» 
that graduates can take advantage 
of Students' Society subsidization, 
although not actually, pay for it 
indirectly as other students do. To 



But It is more than archaisms 
which you are called upon to chan- 
ge today. Two major, proposals 
will be up for student considera- 
tion : a revamped financial arran- 
gement with the Women's Union, 
and the entry of graduate students 
to the Society as full members, but 
at a reduced fee. 

NEW DEAL 

The new arrangement with the 
Women's Union is the result of 
much soul searching and many 
hours of committee work. Under 
the new plan the Women's Union 
retains its' financial autonomy, but 
in a more limited sense. Instead ol 
receiving $3.50 per woman student 
directly from the University, the 
Women's Union will be guaranteed 
what amounts to $1.50 per female 
by the Students' Society. Further 
funcjs may be given out by the 
S.E.C. if a budget is submitted 
■ through the usual channels, but 
the $1.50 will be automatic. 

At first light it would seem the 
women will be done out of two 
dollars per person but this is not 
strictly true. In the past ' few 
years, a payment of one dollar 
• per female has been made by the 
Women's Union to the S.E.C. to 
ward.s- the operation of' the Stu- 
dents' Union. Tlie effective reduc- 
.tion. then is only one dollar, and 
results from''a~ré-exaihination ol 
the role of the Women's Union and 
fcniiile participation in 'the Stii* 
dents' Union. There is really no- 
thing controversial about these 
changes, the Women's Union hav- 
ing already accepted them at a 
~ constitutional meeting last week. 

GRADUATE CHANGE 

The second change of major im- 
portance is that affecting gradua- 
te' students. Presently they hold a 
uniciue position çn campus. Osten- 
sibly they arc no' different than, 
say, the med students. Both arc 
preoccupied in their studies and do 
not precisely have the wish or the

Scattered throughout hockey rulebooks are various refereiicestio the fact that 
various facial injuries to a player because of high sticking, crossf^chiBcking, etc. are 
punishable by a major penalty. 

After watching Intercollegiate hockey games for the past few weeks, it is 
obvious thnt Intercollegiate hockey referees aren't too sure of this rule, 



other rules too. 

Injuries have become an inte- 
gral part of hockey. They are un- 
pleasant for the players concern- 
ed. Stray puclcs anil slicks can 
cause nasty damage when they rip 
unguarded flesh. It is for this 
reason mainly that rules have 
been set up to try and minimize 
unnecessary barm from sticks 
being' wielded like battle axes. 

A cut across tbc bridge of the 
nose, or lip, or eyebrow cannot 
be caused by a slick with its 
blndo on the ice. It must be cau.s- 
ed by a stick over a player's 
shoulder (high-slicking or cross 
ch?ck!ng). Both these infractions 
call for a two minute penalty. 
The drawing of blood, automati- 
cally calls for a five^inute pe- 
nalty. 

It appears that Intercollegiate 
referees are unaware of this. 
Let us note briefly the following 
occurrences during McGill hockey 
games. Two weeks ago, a player 
was stickhandling at centre : ice. 
A U of M player «trcaked . across 
the Ice and checked tho ployer 
who came out of the tussle with 
a cut eye. 

AD INFINITUM 

Against the U of M last week: 
Paul McDonald was carrying the 
puck over the blueline while a 
Carabin hacked at him with his 
stick. The net result was that 
the puck went free and McDonald 
had to have several stitches taken 
In his upper lip. 

Against Toronto : Mike Ri- 
chards and a Toronto plaver col- 
lided. Seven stitches for Ri- 
chards on his nose. Also against 
Toronto : Gordie Mcrritt dump- 
ed by a Varsity player. Merritt 
got up with blood streaming îrom 
bis nose. All of the above in- 
fractions would have brought a 
major {senalty for the offending 
player if the referees bad been 
competent. 

Again in the U of M game: 
Steve Molson carried the puck 
across the. blueline and made a 
pass. The dcfcnccman stuck out 
a knee and Molson vas through 
for the game. 

In the Toronto game: John Mc- 
Lemon and a Varsity player went 
up against the wire screen and 
the Toronto player's elbow ham 
mered HcLernon's head into the 
screen with the regularity and 
force of a triphammer, raising a 
nice lump on John's forehead. 
No penalties, of course 

Next time McLernon was on the 
ice a Varsity player slammed him 
into the boards and McLernon 
came out SH'inging, Who could 
blame him?
